They cursed him and accused him 
of all kinds of crimes, but the priest 
maintained his innocence."

Banking up lower walls of houses 


with do' leaves and earth still is prac- 
ticed in cold states, particularly in tho 
country-. But most city nnd 
town 


houses can he made tighter with little 
effort. The Insulation of 
walls and 


ceilings can be- improved, and 
much 


coal saved. 


This is worth considering, particu- 


larly at this time when fuel is scarce 
and costly. An examination of many 
houses will show that the occupants 
literally are trying to heat their entire 
neighborhood.

enough. Hot air goes 


through them like water through a net. 


Banking up lower_walls 'of honses 


with dry leaves and earth still is prac- 
ticed in cold states, particularly in the 
country- But most city and 
fown 


houses can be made tighter with little 
effort. The insulation of 
walls and 


ceilings can be improved, and 
much 


coal saved. 


This is worth considering, particu- 


larly at this time when fuel is scarce 
and costly. An examination of many 
houses will show that the occupanta 
literally are trying to heat (heir entire 
neighborhood.
